Following hard on the heel.'j 
of an article in Laval's Le Carabin iniplving collusion bet- 
ween the Roman Catholic Chinch and the Quebec Covern- 
ment, the paper's Editor-in-Chief, Jean Paul Gagnon, wa.s 
suspended by the student executive pending final settle- 
ment at a special Student Council meeting tonight. 

"The Council is definitely op- 1 
posed to Le Carabin", Gagnon-I 
told the Daily last night."

UN Club Hears Consuls 
Discuss Latin-America 



The Republic of Panama will 
maintain complete sovereignty 
over the Canal Zone territory re- 
fiardless of United SUtes leeal 
claims for it, according to Edu- 
ardo E. de Diego the Panamanian 
Consul General. 

He appeared alonu with five 
other consuls from various Latin 
American Consulates-general in 
Montreal before the ,U.N. dub on 
Friday to discusi the turbulent si- 
tuation in that region. 

Diciio said that the anti-Ame- 
rican outbursts which occurred 
last Tuesday on the Panamanian 
Independence Day demonstrates 
the popular backing of this be- 
lief. Panama considers the terms 
of the treaty by wWch the U.S. 
gained possession' of the now va- 
luable Canal Zone territory as 
"unfair and unjust", and in con- 
sequence is now keeking a more 
cQuitable agreement,' The disput- 
ed area concerns 'a strip ofvland 
ten miles wide; -.idross Panama 
which in 10p4 was granted to the 
if" ■ ■/ 



■U.S. in perpetuity by the then 
Panamian goremment. 

Thq Venezuelan representative, 
Antonio Gonzalez commented on 
the attack against American Vice 
President Nisou in Venezuela 
when the latter inade a goodwill 
tour of South America during the 
spring of 1030. He blamed the 
attack "on those who are against 
democracy, in Venezuela and the 
Americas". The great majority of 
the Venezuelan people he stated 
"were^ shobked at the outrage ln- 
flictcd in Caracas by a gang of 
hoodlums on . Vice President 
Nixon. 

' Gonzalez emphasized that anti- 
AmericanLiiu in his country docs 
not exist today or is very limited. 
This is so because - the Venezue- 
lan people have' come to realize 
the great benefits they enjoy 
from their economic association 
and friendship with the U.S. 

.Gonzalez also proclaimed that 
there is no longer, a fear of revo- 



Dionné, Prof. Wright 
Disagree oil Capitalism 



Two idcoloijies clashed last 
Friday when Pavid McCord 
Wriglit, Professor of Economics 
and Political Science at McGill, 
and Camille Dionne, provincial 
secretary of thè Communist 
Party of Canada, exchanged their 
radically different views in a 
debate on 'The future of Ca- 
pitalism". This debate vas ' the 
second open meeting of McGiU's 
Socialist Society. 

Throughout Uie course of Uie 
debate the topic was almost for- 
gotten as both Professor Wright 
and Mr. Dionne spent most of 
their time criticizing the system 
of the other. 

Mr. Dionne started proceed- 
ings by pointing out that Marx 
bad evolved bis tlteorics througti 
a scientific study of history. He 
continued by saying that capital- 
ism is Vunstable and transitory", 
and above this "contndictory^'ih 
that labour . is collective hut, 
ownership is private. This sys- 
tem, he said, 'will', degenerate and 
has to be replaced. 



• Professor Wright countered 
these arguments by showing that 
if Marx's theories were scientific 
then the leading countries of 
each system would! be practising 
policies exactly opposite to the 
one which prevails in eacli at 
present. He then said that contra- 
ry to Marx's writings, the work- 
ing class is getting richer. . . 

\ After this the original argu- 
ment was lost OS Professor 
Wright pointed out various dis- 
crepancies in the Russian system 
and Mr. Dionne came back with 
tlie description of several abuses 
that he 'had suffered in his per- 
sonal freedom.

This was used by both men, but 
palicularly the Communist lead- 
er to expound, their own person- 

a: theories. At>np; point Mr.

Since the 
overthrow of the corrupt dictator 
Perez Jimenez in January 1958, 
Venezuela has acquired "a real 
democracv'f; The standard of liv> 
ing has 'risen greasy and is- now.

The Communists who numb- 
er 100,000 in Venezuela do cons- 
titute a threat to tlie democracy 
but as 05 per tent of the people

All lliis presupposes, an early agree- 
ment on the federal grants issue. » . . 

We hate to throw cold water on this wishful think- 
ing but we must lepiind our readers that Rome was 
not built in a day. It is true that Premier Sauvé is a ca- 
pable man and seems to be making a very sincere effort- 
to solve the grants problem. But this is both a political 
and a fiscal problem and we must face the financial and 
political facts of life. 

Firstly, we must bear in mind that any agreement 
■with the federal government involves amending no less 
than three federal statutes — the Finance Act, the Uni- 
versity Grants Act, and the Canada Council Act, It would 
be fairly easy for a sin<:e're federal government to bring 
about a change in the former since a defeat of a govern- 
ment-sponsored amendment in fiscal matters would-con- 
fititute a no-confidence motion on behalf of parliament. 
But Diefenbaker, (and we might note that he has made 
no coniment so far on the proposal to change the corpo- 
ration income tax from ten to nine percent for Quebec,) 
may be loathe to cause controversy within Conservative 
ranks over a change in the Finance Act. Already, there 
are rumours from the general direction of Ontario indi- 
cating that the Frost régime is not loo pleased with the 
trend of events. - ' 

■ • Amending the University Grants Act would no doubt 
bring concern to the country's many, universities and col- 
leges. And a change in the Canada Council Act would in- 
terest the thousands concerned with Canada's cultural 
advancement. In the long run this means considerable 
negotiation on the part of the Federal Government be- 
fore changes in any of these three statutes can l)e effect- 
ed with political suavity. ' r ' i . ; • 

On. the other hiind, there i^ the prospect (thiût Sauvé 
may try to go it alone and finance the proposed increase 
in grants solely f mm the provincial treasury; But increa- 
ses such as those contemplated would necessitate a hefty 
raise in Quebec taxes. Would. Sauvé risk driving away 
industry and annoying a sensitive electorate just before 
an election? 

' Assuming — and this is a pretty optimistic assump- 
tion — that none of tlie troubles described above do 
crop up we should not expect it to rain "pennies from 

• heaven". No lump sum payment of money appears to be 
contemplated by Mr. Sauvé. Instead, any increase in the 
provincial aid would be added on to the regular* yearly 

■ grant. In addition i^-is very doubtful at this .moment 
whether or not Quebec universities will ever receive the 
?25 million held in trust in Ottawa. In an earlier editorial 
•we remarked that iMr. Sauvé's; statements on the $25 
million sounded like a case for the Quebec Government's 
-pocketing of the sum. At that time we cited certain re- 

' marks of the Premier's in which he referred to provincial 
grants in the past year's as "compensation" for the fede- 
ral grants not received. 

- We also mentioned that certain quarters in the press 
■were hinting this was the excuse. before the crihie, so to 
"speak, and that it Avas Mr; Sauvé's plan to- keép the $25 
.million as reimbursement of the Quebec government for 
past provincial" aid. 

Bearing in mind the above factors we must^not ex-;- 

Sect an early or a smooth settlement of that nasty grants 
mgle. But- it is encouraging to know that someone is 
.trying for a change. . '

The. old man in Europe is deliberately 
blocking an early full-fledged summit, conference 
agreed upon .by Great Britain, the United States 
and the Soviet Union. Throughout his political 
career, this old man has been a most impossible- 
man to deal with and to gel along with. Every- 
one must recognize him as loader otherwise he 
will refuse to participate in anything. The post- 
ponement of a summit meeting, President de 
'Gaulle feels, would give France more time to 
biiild up French prestige and thus satisfy his 
audacious appetite for "grandeur" at. the cost of 
the world. It may be recalled that not too long 
ago- M. dc Gaulle proposed to form a super- 
council within the N.A.T.O. consisting of France, 
Great Britain and the U.S.A. This proposal was 
vehemently opposed by Canada and European 
nations and was finally rejected by President 
Eisenhower. The figurehead premier Ocbré, 
echoing His Master's Voice, recently made a 
formal statement, to the French, Senate : that the 
sincerity of the Soviet Govefrim'cnt'''snoû1d be 
tested at the United Nations before the summit 
conference can be held. This in simple language 
means that France wants to blackmail the Soviet 
Union to support her at the U.N. when the 
Algerian issue is debated in the General 
Assembly. 

France also wants to gain time to explode 
a baby monster next March in the Sahara to 
maintain her status and enhance her grandeur. 
The world already has enough atom and hydro- 



gen bombs to wipe out mankind from the surface 
of this planet and France docs not have to con- 
tribute to this self-destructive curriculum. Afro- 

^Asian countries have launched their protests 
against'rcsolutc French plans to explode atomic 
bombs in the Sahara Desert. They fear that if 
France also has atom bombs, it will open" the 
way for other nations such as Germany, Italy, 
Red China or some Asian nations to have, atom 
bombs and use them in local quarrels. , 

Moreover the radioactive fall-outs fron? this 
proposed test pose a threat to African people. 
This is why Morocco, Nigeria, Ghana, Liberia, 
Tunisia and other African countries strongly 

' oppose the French atomic tests in Africa. 

Many people feel that the psychological 
moment for an East-West summit success is just 
ripe and that France should not be allowed to 
disrupt the plan and frustrate the hopes of the 
whole worlU. The postponement of the 'meeting 
would also give the initiative to the Soviet Union 
to pose as a pcace-sccker and peace-maker. 
France is not a big power. Let us face it. And 
France should be told so. Even with few atom 
bombs around herself, it is doubtful if France 
will ever be able to restore her former, glory 
(whatever that may mean). President Eisenhower 
does not want to exert pressure on France bOl 
the time and the circumstances may force him to 
do so. If necessary Great Britain and the United 
States should hold a summit conference with 
■ the Soviet Union leaving France behind.

The thunder of the captains, and the shouting...

But I wouldn't 

Unlets I was off my rock. 
For ■( Solomon saith: "Everything hath a time and a place." 

Honestly, I admire and respect your attitude. If my conscience 
would not prevent me, I would gladly chuck out all the significant 
advances in science for the last two thousand years for the sheer 
beauty expressed in the three lines^quoted above. Aye, (here's the 
rub. My conscience. • ~ . * . 

Why chuck out? Why not fuse? Yoii say you like 'poetry. 
Here's a poem dictated by conscience. Let's call it "Pure beauty": 

While I contemplait pure beauty 

In "the still and quiet air of delightful studies" 

An eighteen year old Hungarian 

(happy birthday) 

Contemplates the ranged beauty of a firing squad - 
. and a mother in a New York tenement 
(one out of every eight New .Yorkers lives In a slum) 
contemplates the defiled beauty of her month old baby 
gnawed to death by rats as the NEWSWEEK photographer asks 
the num woman 

to "please look more horror-stricken, ma'am"... ^ 
(I could go on... Auschwiti... Belsen...) 

, - My conscience tells me pure art Is morally ulijustified. To pu- 
rify ii to eliminate. Don't eliminate. Add. The way you dispose 
of radiation is a casé in point. : (You don't even mention the hunger 
problem). You say that: 

"It is true that the poet or the composer cannot solve the 
confusioa over .radiadon, but they do offer hope of a better life 
to come when the solutions are found..." 

This seems to me a castrated conception of art and artists. 
I don't think it does people like Da Vinci or .^dous' Huxely much 
justice. In yom zeaMo defend art you sold it down the river. 
Here your '"pure art doctrine" describes the artist as sitting back 
and waiting! while other people sweat' with the' world's problems, 
This doesn't correlate with the fad that for example, since 1850 
Socialism has been a basic tenet at one time or another of practically 
all our major dramatists. Arts for arts'sake is not the rcvolutionao' 
concept you. describe it as. It's both reactionary and inadequate. 

Leaving tJiis sialic conception behind toe enter reality. Yoti tay 
yourself the world is "neither drts'nor science but both". If we will 
face the moral challenge that life presents — our arts and science 
must fuse not only "on the whole" but in the indtui'du^il. Incident- 
ally,, aside from. 'Worals, if "each must be a specialist", as you 
suggest, WHO, who is going to do the fusing of "parts into whole?" 

So once again, David, (haCs my stand— with the important re- 
servation that no one's right and no one's wrong. As a matter of 
fact I'm probably wrong. I'lh' an idealist. Idealists are basically 
out 0^ it. They ask- for too 'much; eg — they ask for an attempt 
'by each person to try^and- incorporate both'arts and science In their 
individual quest of truth.. .I'm wrong.. .But I'd rather, aspire to'a'n 
openmihded wïong than adiiere' to a narrow-minded right,,. ' '

Facts and Fables

How many angels can dunce on the head of a pin? Just as Medieval theolo- 
gians would never have tliought of actually examining pins and angels in amving at 
an answer, so today those who discuss, government finance scorn to djrty their hands 
with lowly facts. Last Friday, readers of the DAILY were treated to a philcsophical 
dissertation on the subject so abstruse that tlie writer neither once mentioned tlie 
actual state of finance in Canada, nor even suggested the course he thought govern- 
ment policy should have taken. 



The facts are these. At pres- 
ent, the. employment situadon is 
good, business is acdve, and (he 
cost of living has not. risen ap- 
preciably, since the present gov- 
ernment tool; office; in fact, the 
index held steady for five con- 
secutive months. This is some- 
thing that could not be said be- 
fore 1057. - 

MONEY AND HOUSING 

jMoney is dear at . the present. 
But the government and the 
Bank of Canada didn't cause this. 
Rather,, as the economy has be- 
come more' active in the past 
year, there has been a huge in- 
crease in the demand for loans 
for ail purposes. The banks 
could loan more money, but 
(hey would have to sell bonds to 
do so, and they are unwilling 
to do this. Housing is a good 
example of the demand for loans. 
It was hoped (hat twelve thou- 
sand- housing ~ starts could be 
made this year. In fact, about 
fourteen thousand have been 
made. This will keep . housing 
active until early spring at least. 
.When Parliament meets this au- 
tumn, provision for further loans 
is planned, so that they will be 
ready long before the last hous- 
ing starts are made under (his 
year's loans. 

Furthermore, the' construction 
trades will be encouraged by the 
winter work program, especially 
aid to municipalities for (his 
purpose. 

All this shows why Mr. Mar- 
tin's celebrated "one million 
unemployed" have failed (o ma- 
terialize. 

Why docs the Liberal Partv In 
particular wish to avoid facts 
when it discusses finance? Let us 
look at its record. After the war, 
it poured money into the econ- 
omy- for almost three years in 



fear of unemployment Unem- 
ployment never came, and the 
result was one of (he worst 
periods of inflation Canada has 
ever known. This same party 
which today raises its hands in 
horror over "government inter- 
ference" on (wo occasions had 
the Bank of Canada pour more 
money into the economy to sup- 
port (he current price of bonds, 
so that people's confidence in 
the government would be main- 
tained. 'All they did was to en- 
sure that through the resulting 
further inflation, the bonds would 
not pay for more than a fraction 
of what they were worth when 
bought. Bu( (he people's con- 
fidence was magnificcndy main- 
(aincd, of course. The Liberal 
Party dare not encourage people 
to look at the record in finançlal 
affairs. 

ART OF POLITICS 

We hear sneers at the govern- 
ment's winter work program to- 
day. Yet what did the Liberals 
do about seasonal unemploy- 
ment? They took the advice of 
that learned economist, Mr. Mark 
Twain, and talked about It, but 
did nothing about it. H.L. Menc- 
ken always maintained that any- 
one who got up on a platform, 
draped himself In the flag, put 
his hand on the Bible, and pledg- 
ed he would uphold the Comtl> 
tution and the sanctity of mo- 
therhood would be elected. The 
Liberals should know. They tried 
it often enough.
